Changing Colours 


The lines and colours that mark on mapa 
the political divisions of the world have 
been changing so greatly in the last thirty 
years that any father who preserved his 
school atlas with the idea that his children 
might use it must have found that he had 
wasted his instinct for economy.

The city that 
once had been St. Petersburg had developed, 
through Petrograd, into Leningrad. Nearer 
home Queenstown had become Cove, 
Kingstown Dun Laoghaire, Queen’s County 
Leix, and King’s County Offaly. Ireland 
itself had become the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland. For the children who 
are now starting to learn geography 
there is no longer a Czechoslovakia, so far 
as atlas markings are concerned, and there 
is no political entity called Poland. 
Esthonia, Lithuania and Latvia have 
become absorbed in the mass of colour 
across which the word “ Russia,” or 
‘“U.S.S.R.,” is written. Notwithstanding 
the number of these changes, they cause 
no confusion in the mind of the adult who 
has been following the news of the various 
appearances and disappearances. He may 
forget for a moment such small details as 
the presence of the Italians in Albania; 
but, generally, he knows what States. he 
should expect to find and which he should 
not expect to find on an up-to-date map. 
Children, however, start all geography 
with the map that first confronts their 
startled gaze. It is a meaningless jumble 


of colour, and by the time they have been 


taught that the blue part is Britain, the 


the green part Eire they have accom- 


[ plished, they feel. an excellent feat. They, 


have no interest in starting all over again 


with a patchwork of differently arranged |

yellow part Italy, the red part Russia sd 


colours to learn what the political divisions | 


of the world used to be. A conscientious 
teacher who should try to instruct her class 
in the transience of the dividing lines, to 
explain how maps had looked in the past, 
and that the colours, to use a studio term, 
still were liable to “run,” would be 
attempting something beyond the compre- 
hension of all except the most brilliant of 
her pupils. Yet, if history and geography, 
which are necessarily allied subjects, are 
to be presented in a proper light, the fact 
of the map’s recent changes is just as 
essential a part of the instruction as the 
fact that the Kings of England used also 
to be Kings of France or that Germany 
used to be a conglomeration of small 
States. Most men and women are con- 
servative about the things they learned at 
school. They are satisfied that most of 
what they were taught was right, and, as 
a consequence, they are believers in the 
status quo so far as atlases and geographies 
are concerned, and, as they get older, in 
the status quo ante. It might be better 
if the modern child should become accus- 
tomed at an early stage to the fluctuations 
of geography; for one of the tragedies of 
our time is that the purple bit of to-da~ 
may be brown in to-morrow’s map and 
pink in the next day’s. The only colours 
which seem hard set are orange and green. 


By the Fireside 


Some months ago the Minister for 
Supplies advised householders in Eire to 


‘lay in stocks of fuel and food against 


the days of scarcity that might lie ahead. 
If serious attention was paid to his words 
—and we believe that it was—every cellar 
backed with cash or credit now must be 
full of coal; every available foot of space 
in outhouses must be packed with sods 
of turf or blocks of wood; and in flats, 
where accommodation for fuel is re- 
stricted, a great deal of ingenuity surely 
has been displayed in the storing of emer- 
gency supplies. Throughout the summer 
fires have been unnecessary. At the 
household fuel storage places there has 
been uninterrupted putting and no 
taking—in contradistinction to the food 
cupboards, where the hoarded tins have 
been recklessly opened when appetites for 
corned beef, tinned salmon and baked 
beans became irrationally acute. Fuel 
was the really precious commodity. The 
cupboard could be renewed at the local 
grocer’s, but it was a long journey to the 
nearest coal-mine. With gratification like 
that of a miser the householder watched 
the growth of his fuel stocks; and now 
that September has brought chilly 
evenings and nippy mornings the prospect 


of having to use some of his precious 


hoard hits hard.’ The joyful blaze of the 
fire, instead of softening, as in previous 
years, the regret at summer’s passing, 
will serve to remind him that his coal, 
conceivably, may not last till next May. 
Yet, as he grows accustomed to the de- 
pletion of his stocks, he will come to 
regard it as _ philosophically as he 
regarded the inroads on his tinned goods 
and sugar. He will cease to augment the 
miniature fire in his grate with small 
pieces picked from the scuttle with a 
pair of tongs, and, instead, will heap on 
liberal shovelfuls. As he draws his arm- 
chair near the heartening blaze, fills his 
pipe and opens his .book, he will have 
such comfort that he may forget for an 
hour or two that there is a war, and that 
commodities may be scarcer. Smoke will 
curl from the chimney pots against the 
grey skies of approaching winter, and 
cares will lose something of their sorrow, 
even in the humblest homes, where there 
is “a wee bit ingle blinkin’ bonilie.”’

THE ADVANCE FROM 
LIBYA 


——— 


Phe Times, in a leading article to-day, 
states :—It is an open secret that the Italian 
advance from Libya has been delayed beyond 
the original expectations of the Middle East 
Command. There was never any intention of 
defending Sollum, which was, in fact, 
rendered indefensible by the high plateau 
dominating the little harbour. Incidentally, 
the area into which the Italian advance guard 
has now moved is Egyptian only by courtesy. 
The real Egypt begins with the Nile delta 
and valley, the great block of territory to the 
west being semi-desert along the coast, and 

ure desert, broken by a few oases, further 
inland. The handful of mobile forces boldly 
handled kept even this no-man’s-land in- 
violate week after week, penetrated deep 
into hostile territory, inflicted heavy losses 
upon the enemy, slipped away when the 
Italians moved in strength, but continued to 
harass their footsteps. It may well be that 
these enterprising tactics, by worrying and 
confusing the Italian Command, contributed 
to the slowness of the hostile advance. 
Though the Italian Commander-in-Chief is 
moving slowly now, it would certainly be un- 
wise to suppose that he will prove lacking in 
enterprise if the opportunity occurs. It would, 


‘indeed, be the height of folly to belittle the 


importance of the Italian enterprise, which 
aims at nothing less than the isolation and 
subsequent destruction of our naval and mili- 
ta orces in the Mediterranean, Egypt and 
Palestine. The advance from Libya will be 
very strongly supported from the air, and it 
is quite on the cards ,that German aircraft, if 
not German ground forces, also will take a 
hand. It will almost certainly be accom- 

anied by a threat to' Khartoum from 

ritrea, by way of Kassala, and, perhaps, 
also by an attempt to penetrate more deeply 
into Kenya. | 

We have in the Near and Middle East one 
of the best armies, drawn from many quarters 
of the Empire, that we have ever put into 
the field. It has recently been reinforced 
with men and material, and that without the 
slightest interference on the part of the 
Italians. Neither the Italians nor their native 
Jevies have shown themselves bad troops, but 
whenever we have met them on anything like 
equal terms, and often when they have dis- 
posed of strong local superiority of numbers, 
we have been their master. In the air our 
ascendancy has been altogether extraordinary, 
even when we were largely dependent upon 
obsolescent aircraft to oppose the best that 
the enemy could produce. Every mile that

EXCAVATIONS IN 
KERRY 


MANY INTERESTING 
FINDS

The excavations begun last vear at the 
stone fort known as Leacanabuaile, in Kimego 
West townland, under a Government employ- 
ment scheme have been completed. The 
work was supervised throughout by. Mr. J. 

Foy, N.T., under Professor S. 
O Riordain’s direction. 

Before the excavation the site showed onl 
a grass-covered mound, with traces of build- 
ings on the surface; by it there has been 
uncovered a very interesting magh of the 
Irish stone fort. Within the nearly circular 
rampart—ten feet in thickness and about one 
hundred feet in greatest outer diameter— 
four structures were revealed last year. These 
were: a circular house of the clochan type, 
fifteen feet in diameter, on the west side; 
a larger and later rectangular house in the 
centre, but built against the first; two 
smaller irregu.a: houses to the north and 
south against the rampart. The continued 
excavation showed that the central house had 
been erected on the sites of two earlier round 
houses. 

Many objects of everyday use were found. 
These included iron knives and pins, stone 
querns, loom-weights, pins and ornamented 
combs of bone, part o! a bronze brooch and 
an iron plough-sock. An arrowhead and 
nails were also found. The bones of cattle 
and deer, sea-birds and shell-fish found gave 
indications of the diet of the inhabitants, but 
‘the querns and _ plough-sock showed that 
tillage was practised. The date of the occu- 
pation of tl:e fort has not yet been deter- 
mined with certaivty but may be made 
clearer when some of the rusted iron objects 
have been cleaned. That the fort was lived 
in for a considerable period is made plain 
by the succession of houses of different forms. 

A very interesting feature of the place is 
the souterrain, a, underground passage lead- 
ing, in roundabout fashion, from the floor of 
the circular house to beneath the rampart, 
giving access there to a remarkable chamber, 

a highe. level. constructed in that thick 
wall. all chambers are common in forts, 
but the means of access—from below—to this 
one seems to be unique 

As it is intended that. Leacanabuaile should 
become a national monument in State care, 
works to conserve it were carried out after 
the excavation. | These consisted mainly in 
rebuilding the collapsed portions of the walls. 
Great care was taken to follow the lines of 
the old structures throughout. and a band of 
cement was used to define the lower limits 
of the new work. The roof of the rampart 
chamber had to be rebuilt to conserve the 
chamber itself, while, to give access and light 
to it, a small opening—the only modern fea- 
ture—was built in the outer wall and fitted 
with a gate. Both the defences and houses 
can now be appreciated readily by the visitor 
to what is quite an imposing monument. 

The dry-stone masonry of the stone forts 
of Kerry, cahers like Staigue Fort in 
Iveragh and the nearby Cahergal, is notable 
for its excellent quality, and it is gratifying 
to find that the local- workmen of to-day 
carry on the traditio: worthily, as the new 
work at Leacanabuaile proves

Greece has replied to the Bulgarian 
mobilisation by calling twenty classes of her 
reserves to the colours.

The Greek Premier’s view is that mobilisa- 
tion was the only possible reply to the 
attitude of Bulgaria Greece wishes to be 
able to meet all eventualities. She will have 
250,000 men with the Colours at the end of 
mobilisation. 

Russia Indignant. 

A Petrograd message -says that M. 
Gutchkoff, President of the Slav Committee 
of Moscow. has sent an indignant telegram 
to the Bulgarian leaders. ‘lhe Russian people 
cannot believe that Bulgarians, liberated from 
the Moslem yoke by Kussia, are about to 
take up arms against their Slav brethren. 
M. Gutchkoff describes such action as “a 
crime which would be without parallel in the 
history of nations.’ 

Cossack Contempt of Death. 

A Petrograd paper contains a report of the 
bravery displayed by some 200 Cossacks who 
were surrounded by the Russians in the 
Rokitno marches. ‘hey showed complete 
contempt for death, and, although they knew 
that they were trapped, declined to surrender, 
and were all killed, after a desperate fight.

AL the turkeys and chickens Eire is 
able to send to this country for the 
Christmas trade will be welcome, as so

A point that is 
receiving attention is the question of 
charging for delivery of meat, poultry and 
other foodstuffs, on the one hand, and of 
making an «llowance to purchasers who 
take away their own goods on the other. 
Possibly, the authorities will not object 
to a smali allowance being made to those 
who fetch their own purchases, but the 
practice of charging for delivery is another 
matter, and the official attitude has not 
yet been revealed 


Cheered by the Guns 


Last night’s air raids in the London 
district seem to have been less intense, as 
a whole, though in some places there was 
more activity than before, and certainly 
the attacks were spread over a longer 
period, as it was nearly six o'clock this 
morning before the “all clear” signal 
was given. After that there were attempts 
during to-day to recch London, in which 
some two hundred and fifty aircraft took 
part, but, though a few machines pene- 
trated the defences and reached the out- 
skirts of London, they were beaten back 
before any damagecould bedone. Although 
last night’s attack was less intense, the 
barrage was maintained, and it is pro- 
bable that many machines were prevented 
from reaching their objectives. Londoners 
generally may have had little sleep, but 
they were cheered by the sound of the 
guns, and are getting a feeling of security 
while the barrage guns are booming.

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Cycle Parks 


For a city with such a huge cycle popu- 
lation, 1t is strange that no provision has 
ever been made tor the parking of bicycles. 
Even many city factories have no special 
accommodation for the bicycles of the 
employés, and there are a number of 
people who make a lucrative little side- 
line out of this defect. It is not unusual 
to see the employés wheel] their cycles into 
a store on the opposite side of the street, 
then cross over to their work. The owners 
of such stores charge a small sum per 
week per bicycle. 

Another form of this business acumen is 
seen in the centre of the city.

the German Foreign Minister, to

In Rome foreign observers stated 
that. the Mussolini-Ribbentrop talks 
embraced Spain's possible entry into 
the war. 


SUNER GOING TO ROME 
Some colour was lent to this suggestion by 


the Spanish Minister for the Interior, who is 
on a visit to Berlin, is to go to Rome for a 
conference with high Italian officials, after 
hearing Ribbentrop’s version of his talks with 
Mussolini. 

There was no confirmation, however, of the 
report that Ribbentrop intended to visit 
Spain. 

The Rome talks, according to the Italian 
official News Agency, embraced three main 
topics :— 

The German offensive against Britain; 

The Italian offensive against Pritish forces 
in Egypt; and 

A declaration of solidarity with the Axis 
Powers by Spain. ' 


FEARS IN SYRIA 


In Syria well-informed quarters believed 
that Ribbentrop discussed the future of that 
country with Mussolini. There were rumours 
that the Germans intended to supplement the 
Fascist Commission in Syria with German ad- 
visers. : 

Reports from Beirut said that German 
experts were already in Ankara, awaiting in- 
structions to proceed to Syria.

Mr. Robert Boothby, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the British Ministry of Food, 
opening Aberdeen’s Civic Food Week yester- 
day, said that the Government promised the 
farmers to cover all their increased costs of 
production, and they were more than fulfilling 
it: 

Last June these increased costs were 
estimated at 20 million pounds per annum, 
and they produced a schedule of prices which 
gave an increase of 34 and a-half million 
pounds in farmers’ returns. These prices 
were provisional and subject to revision up 
or down. ‘The farmers had much to be 
thankful for. Their main products now had 
guaranteed markets and prices, and they 
could plan ahead. 

“ We are trying to work out a scheme to 
stabilise the price of both feeding stuffs and 
fertilisers over considerable periods,” said 
Mr. Boothby. 

“ We think we shall succeed. I go so far 
as to say categorically that the farmers have 
got a square deal from the Government in 
this war, which is more than they had before 
it broke out.” 

There was no more patriotic body of men 
on earth than the farmers, added Mr. 
Boothby, and it would be most unfortunate if 
an impression were to be given by their 
official organisations that they were never 
satisfied.

A gloom was cast over the Ballydavid dis- 
trict, Dingle, County Kerry, to-day, when at 
became known that three fishermen—Patrick 
Leahy (41), Comeen; Patrick Moran (357), Ard- 
more, and Patrick Griffin (38), Ballydavid, 
North—were drowned while —s near the 
Black Rock, Smerwick Harbour, last night 
or early this morning. 

The three men left Duneen Pier in a canoe 
for the fishing grounds last evening to fish 
for mackerel in Smerwick Harbour, and over 
thirty canoes accompanied them t othe fish- 
ing grounds. As they had not returned up 
to this morning fears were entertained fcr 
their safety, as the other canoes had re- 
turned. A search was made along the sea- 
shore, but there were no tidings of the miss- 
ing men until about ten o’clock to-day, when 
a fisherman, Mr. Jerry Begley, Feohanac, 
black object floating about the middle 
of harbour. He called other fishermen, 
and they rowed towards the object, which 
they found to be an upturned canoe. They 
found the bodies of Patrick Leahy and 
Patrick Moran entangled in the nets be- 
neath the capsized boat. A search was made 
for Griffin, but no trace of the missing man 
could be found, and the search was aban- 
doned temporarily. i

STRONG GERMAN 
AIR ATTACKS 


Raiders Driven Back 
By Spitfires

FIGHTS OVER ENGLISH 
COAST

G ERMAN bomber formations, ac- 


companied by unusually strong 
fighter escorts, early yesterday made 
two attempts to penetrate to London 
by way of the Thasees estuary, but 
on each occasion they were driven 


back by British Spitfires and by anti- 
aircraft fire. : 

British official figures last night 
gave the losses in the fights as eight 
German aircraft destroyed, and four 
British "planes lost, two pilots being 
safe. 

The Official German News Agency 
claims that six British ‘planes were 
shot down in the fights, while all 
their own have returned home safely. 


MASS ATTACKS 


Describing the two early raids, the Press 
Association says that while two “alert ” 
— were sounded in London, no German 
‘planes succeeded in getting through. 

More than 150 aircraft took part in the 
first raid, flying up the Thames estuary in 
tight formation, only to be broken up bv 
British gunners and fighters. 

One German ’plane was reported to have 
fallen into the sea off Whitstable. 

Ten minutes after the second wave of the 
raiders had arrived they were speeding back 
for home and fighting a rear-guard action 
with a strong force of Hurricanes. It is 
thought that one German aircraft was shot 
down near Calais. 

Stronger fighter escorts than ever were 
provided for each bomber, but this did not 
deter the Royal Air Force fighter pilots. 

Many bombs were dropped in Thames 
estuary towns, some falling in working-class 
areas. A family of five were in an Anderson 
shelter which received a direct hit; four of 
them were killed and the mother was 
seriously injured. A baby which had been 
left in the house was rescued alive. 

Raiders were reported from one North- 
west and one South-west coastal town, and 
also from Welsh coastal towns. 

Two heavy bombs were dropped in a 
working-class district of a South-east coast 
town yesterday afternoon, destroying houses 
and shops on both sides of a road. An oil 
bomb was dropped in a side street, houses 
being damaged. The ’plane which dropped 
them is believed to have been hovering over 
the town at intervals during the day. 
Windows were shattered over a wide area, 
and there were several casualties. 


BRITISH COMMUNIQUE 


The British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué last might 
stated :— 

‘During this morning two enemy forma- 
tions, consisting of bombers escorted by large 
numbers oi fighters, made attacks across the 
Kent coast and in the area of the Thames 
estuary. 

“- Neither force penetrated to London. Some 
bombs were dropped in Thames-side towns 
and in a number of districts in East Kent. 


| Damage was caused to houses and buildings, 


but the number of casualties was small. 

“Early this afternoon an enemy air attack 
was made in the Southampton area. Some 
buildings were damaged and a number of 
casualties was caused. 

‘During the afternoon enemy air activity 
was not on a large scale, but in attacks by 
Single aircraft bombs were dropped “in a 
number of districts, including Brighton.

HE wearing tactics employed over Berlin on Monday night by, 

the Royal Air Force may be guaged, states the British Air 

Ministry News Service, from the fact that after the first bombs were 

dropped shortly before 11 p.m., bombings continued on an average 
of about 44-minute intervals for several hours. 


Throughout those hours British aircraft were constantly over 


the city in relays. 


Some of them remained above their targets any- 


thing up to fifty minutes, despite the unfavourable weather condi- 
tions, so as to aim their bombs with precision. 


R,A.F. EXPLOITS 


—— e--——- 


The heaviest attacks fell upon numerous 
predetermined targets — the railway yards 
near the Potsdamer and Lehrte Railway Sta- 
tions, the West Electric Power Station, and 
the Moabit and Klingenberg Power Stations. 

Ground mist, it is stated, interfered with 
accurate observation of results, but severe 
fires were started at all four points. 


HUGE FIRES 


One aircraft reported cight or nine explo- 
sions in the railway sidings after bombs were 
dropped, followed by a very large fire in the 
buildings, which could still be seen twenty- 
three minutes after the aircraft left the area. 

The three power stations took the brunt of 
this series of attacks. One aircraft started a 
large fire at the West Power Station, which 
was but one of many. 

At Klingenberg a considerable fire was 
already burning when one of the aircraft 
arrived. By the glow of this fire sticks of 
bombs were dropped right across the target. 
Another British pilot returning from this area 
flew low over Schiphol Aerodrome, near 
Amsterdam, and machine-gunned searchlights 
there. 

Five big fires were started by one aircraft 
at the Moabit Power Station, enabling the 
target to be clearly identified by other follow- 
ing aircraft. Three bombs from one aircraft 
caused more fires, and touched off explosive 
material, which blew up in a series of vivid 
flashes. 

The fires at Moabit were visible from 80 
miles away. 


POWER STATIONS BLAZE 


At the Charlottenberg Power Station four 
big fires were observed by one aircraft. ‘The 
Friedrich Ifeld Power Station was attacked 
and the Wilmersdorf Power Station was left 
ablaze. At the Danzigerstrasse Gas Works 
bombing caused a violent explosion followed 
by sheets of flame, and the target was left 
burning furiously. Explosions, seen 23 miles 
away, wrecked parts of Neukoln Gas Works. 
At another gas works in Charlottenburg a 
large building was quickly gutted by fire, and 
many other fires caused by aircraft were 
observed. Railway yards at Charlottenburg 
and elsewhere were seen to be hit. The 
B.M.W. Aero Engine Works at Spandau were 
bombed, as well as the Tempelhoff Aero- 
drome. Siemens Works—where a large por- 
tion of the electrical equipments for hydro- 
genation plant is produced—received a direct 
hit. Here a red oblong shaped fire was 
started which spread rapidly. 


OVER THE CITY 


The captain of one of the aircraft which 
bombed a marshalling yard only a few miles 
from the heart of Berlin said :—' We went 
right over the middle of the city and dropped 
a flare which lit it up splendidly. We could 
see the big railway yards and a line of ware- 
houses alongside. The observer saw the 
bombs burst in a stick by these ware- 


houses, and our incendiaries started two 
fires. Then we had to take pretty 
violent evasive action to get away.” 


Fires were still burning there when an hour 
later another pilot from the same squadron 
dropped his bombs in another part of the 
yards. “ As we were approaching Berlin we 


could see a glow in the sky when we were 
half an hours flying time away,” he said. 
‘““When we got nearer we could make out 
two distinct fires. They were burning 
furiously, and we bombed a little to the right 
of them. The rear-gunner saw the bursts, 
and a few minutes later there was a large 
explosion with green-coloured flashes, and 
more fires started. As we came away the 
rear-gunuer said that the fires were develop- 
ing into one large one. Having bombed we 
set course for home. 


GAS WORKS BOMBED 


‘Other objectives took our bombers to the 
north-west and also to the south-east districts 
of the capital. In the south-east area the 
target was a large gas works, and in the 
north-west the objective was an important 
electrical factory. ‘Two large fires were al- 
ready burning in the factory area when an- 
other raider arrived to bomb it. The flames 
were terrific. My observer had been on this 
target twice before and he knew it all right. 
We let them have all we had on board, and 
then we circled the scene to look at the 
blaze.”’ 


ENGINE WORKS BURNED 


Another pilot said :—‘‘ There were hundreds 
of flares over Berlin; the sky was like a 
Chinese garden party, and there was a raging 
fire at Spandau, where other raiders had 
directly hit the B.M.W. aero engine works. 
The yellow flashes of. numerous explosions 
could be seen.” 


Elsewhere in a wide area over Germany 
bombers picked targets among railwavs, 
aerodromes and docks. The Blohm and Voss 


shipbuilding yard at Hamburg received a 
salvo of bombs, and at Cuxhaven and Wismar 


other raiders located and bombed the docks. 

In an attack on the Kiel Canal at Bruns- 
buttel a stick of bombs burst across the 
can@’s entrance. At Bremerhaven a /arge 


fire was seen from forty miles away by the 
crew of an aircraft. 


INVASION BASES 


Docks at Bremen were also attacked. 
Aerodromes were bombed at Gifhorn, ten 
miles north of Brunswick; at Delmenhorst 
and Soesterburg, and the seaplane base at 
Texel was attacked. Three bursts; one doing 
considerable damage, were observed at the 


Dornier aircraft works at Wismar. Railways 
were bombed north of ~~ south of 
otsdam.

Other sections of the night’s raiding force 
kept up the harassing attacks on the invasion 
bases. 

At Boulogne the inner harbour, wet docks, 
the main basin and harbour were bombed, 
and a fire was started in the harbour, where 
some twenty or thirty ships were assembled, 
A direct hit was obtained on one of the ships, 
and fires and explosions resulted. These con- 
tinued for ten minutes and then suddenly 
ceased, as though the ship had been sunk. 
Fires were also started in No. 3 Basin, and 
as the aircraft left explosions were seen on 


the west bank of this dock. Bombs were also . 


dropped on barges and shipping at Calais, 
where one pilot made four runs over his 
target, and saw his bombs exploding in 
several of the basins

ATTACK SEEN FROM 
ENGLISH COAST

Five German E-boats, big, well armed, 
motor torpedo boats, were attacked by a 
formation of R.A.F. bombers off the French 
coast yesterday afternoon, telephones a Press 
Association special reporter. The vessels had 
been cruising several miles off Cape Gris Nez. 
They had come from the direction of Calais, 
and from time to time a-German seaplane 
broke its patrol to circle above them as they 
leisurely steered towards mid-Channel. 

A Press Association reporter, scanning the 
sea through field glasses from a cliff top near 
Dover, saw five great. spouts of water leap 
suddenly into the air around four of the E- 
boats. Each of the spouts, which reached a 
height of 100 feet, had a heart of red flame, 
and the cascades of water hid the E-boats 
from view. 

Silhouetted against the blue-grey sky ap- 
peared the shape of an R.A.F. bomber climb- 
ing back after leading the attack with a steep 
dive. 

More bombers swooped in turn, but white 
surf showed that the vessels were. speeding 
away in an attempt to dodge the hail of 
bombs. More columns of water shot up as 
salvos of bombs burst. — 


SECOND ATTACK 


Tiny flashes from the boats showed that 
their guns had opened fire. None of the E- 
boats appeared to have been hit, although 
they bobbed about like corks. The bombing 
formation manceuvred into position for a 
second attack like hawks about to pounce on 


their prey. 
Then they hurtled down to the attack, and 
a solid wall of water blotted out the E-boats 


as bomb salvoes exploded in a line alongside 
them. i 
The bombers vanished into the clouds, and 
the E-boats sped away towards the French 
coast. When last seen they were hugging 
the shore on their way back to Calais. 
Another account of the attack savs that it 
is believed all the German’ vessels were sunk.

DE GAULLE TAKES 
THE INITIATIVE 


BEGINNING OF A NEW

HE arrival of General de Gaulle at 
Dakar .s an event that may well have 
very far-reaching effects, 


SEA POWER 


The manner in-which Britain has assembled 


quite a respectable fleet to put at General 
de Gaulle’s disposal affords a striking example 
of the vital importance of sea power. The 
squadron in question is stated to consist of 


‘“two battleships, four cruisers, six auxiliary 
cruisers and a certain number of destroyers.” 
The British would not have detached a force 


of this strength unless they considered the 
general naval situation to be well in hand. 
‘he auxiliary cru'sers are almost certainly 
converted liners, and, as such, they are cap- 
able of transporting a very considerable 
expeditionary force in case of necessity. 

The French naval forces, which recently 
made Dakar from Toulon, comprised three 
licht cruisers of the Gloire class (7,600 tons, 
nine 6-inch guns, ól knots) and three 


destrovers of the Le Fantasque class (2,570 
tons, five 5.5-inch guns, 40 knots). Indeed, 
these last three are, for all practical purposes, 


smnall cruisers. There is, in addition, Riche- 
lieu. disabled some months ago, but whose 
guns might still possibly be used as from a 
fort. But it is improbable that General de 
Gaulle would have embarked at all on his 


enterprise if he anticipated a really uncom- 
promising resistance. 


BRITISH MANNER 


Strategically, the move is altogether in the 


traditional British manner—as exemplified, 
for instance, in the Peninsular War. This 
traditional policy was to have the Navy do 
the main job, the role of the Army being 
secondary. The Navy put the Army into a 
position where it threatened some vital 


interest of the adversary, but an interest that 
was remote from his principal resources. 
Whenever this policy was judiciously put 


info operation it succeeded, The enemy was 
always compelled to put forth an effort that 
was quite disproportionate to that required 
by Britain herself. Exhaustion was the 


ultimate result. 

An aim somewhat along these lines appears 
to he underlying the move under consideration.

Dakar, the scene of the de Gaulle enter- 

rise, is the capital of French West Africa— 
But it is also far more than that. It is also 
the most westerly seaport in either Europe or 
Africa, and fronts the narrowest part of the 
Atlantic, between the northern and southern 
oceans of that name. In the 1914-18 war it 
was an important convoy base, and since then 
the. French had still further improved it as a 
naval station. Inland it is well linked up 
with the territories it administers. There is 
a yratlway back to the Niger, which 
great stream is itself an important avenue of 
communication. 

One thing at least is quite certain. De 
Gaulle’s Dakar enterprise opens a new chap- 
ter. It is the first example of Allied initia- 
tive for many a long day—indeed, even since 
the war began thirteen months ago.

“The coming phase of the operations in 
the western desert is a matter for specula- 
tion, but Graziani’s plans, whatever they may 
be, are being effectively hampered by the 
damage which is being done to his supply 
depots and pres parks by the relentless 
bombing and shelling of the R.A.F. and the 
Navy, added to the harassing fire of the 
British artillery. 

‘Already on the first day of the Italian 
advance enemy transport columns suffered 
heavy losses as the trucks and lorries lum- 
bered down the zig-zag road which descends 
the escarpment above Sollum. ‘They pre- 
sented a perfect target for the British artil- 
lery. The gunners had the range of them 
to a yard, and could see lorry after lorry 
bowled over by the shells as they faced turns 
in the road. These lorries, like the petrol 
dumps destroyed by the R.A.F., will need 
to be replaced before the advance can be 
continued. This may well be the reason 
why the Italians have not so far tried to 
push further. 

‘‘This is very definitely a mechanised war, 
the importance of any body of troops is no 
longer estimated by the number of men con- 
tained in it, but by the number of vehicles 
it represents. | Everybody and everything 
is carried on wheels; nobody marches. This 
is so much the case that the sight of a 
squad of men marching to draw their rations 
in a desert encampment seems as novel and 
strange as that cf an elephant in Piccadilly. 

‘It is also a war of hide and seex. It 
is of the highest importance to baffle ob- 
servation from the air, and hence the dis- 
persal of troops on the ground is a stand- 
ing principle, and the art of camouflage is 
carried to a high pitch. It is remarkable 
how a large encampment can escape notice 
and disappear entirely into the landscape. 
The extent to which the troops are dis- 
persed gives a new meaning to military ex- 
pressions, such as ‘‘transport park,” in 
which no vehicle is nearer than 100 yards to 
another, or ‘‘troop concentration,’’ which 
- spread loosely over 50 miles.—(Copy-

MR. J. C. KEITH CAMPBELL, M.B. 


Mr, John Colin Keith Campbell, M.B., 
whose death in an air raid at St. Thomas’s 
Hospital, London, was announced yesterday, 
was the younger son of the late Professor J. 
R. Campbell, Secretary in regard to agricul- 
ture of the Department of Agriculture, for 
many years. Mr. J. C. K. Campbell was 
aged twenty-four. He was educated at 
Castle Park School, Dalxey, and at Hailey- 
bury College, whence he went to Clare Col- 
lege, Cambridge, and took his M.B. degree. 
He had just entered on his first post as a 
surgeon at St. Thomas’s Hospital, and was 
killed when attending people who had been 
injured during the air raid. A bomb struck 
the top storey of the hospital, and went 
from top to bottom, killing three doctors 
and four nurses. 


DR. WILLIAM RANKIN 


The" death occurred yesterday of Dr. 
William Rankin, at his residence, Bally- 
haskey, Newtowncunningham, Co. Donegal. 
Dr. Rankin was aged seventy-five. He had 
been medical officer of Newtowncunningham 
for more than half a century. He was also a 
very prominent farmer and stockbreeder, and 
was closely connected with the public life of 
Co. Derry, taking a keen interest in the work 
of the County Committee of Agriculture, of 
the North-west of Ireland Agricultural Societ 
and of the Tirconnail Show Society, of whic 
he was chairman. 

He was regarded as an authority on 
pedigree stock, particularly Shorthorn cattle, 
and cad acted frequently as judge in the cattle 
sections of agricultural shows, while his own 
exhibits won prizes throughout the country, 
and particularly in Dublin. Dr. Rankin 
obtained his M.D. degree at Glasgow Univer- 
sity in 1887. He became a Licentiate of the 
Royal College of Physicians, Ireland, in 1885, 
and was medical officer of Killea. For a time 
he served at sea as ship’s surgeon. Fifty-five 

ears ago he was appointed to the Derry 
beara of Guardians as dispensary doctor. He 
was also attached to the Derry Fever 
Hospital, and was house surgeon in the local 
infirmary. Dr. Rankin is survived by his 
wife, a son and three daughters.

WATCHING EVENTS IN

N emergency meeting of the Chinese 
Government was held here, when the 
news of the Japanese invasion of Indo- 

China was received. Although the decisions 
taken at the meeting have not yet been 
disclosed, the Chinese Foreign Office has 
already protested to the Frercl. Embassy 
against the Franco-Japanese agreement, and 
stated that the French Government will be 
held responsible for any losses and damage 
incurred. 

The protest reiterated China’s right to take 
measures in self-defence. 

Chinese field despatches from the Indo- 
China border state that fighting is in progress 
between French and Japanese forces near 
Dong Dang. 

The Chinese newspapers urge Britain to re- 
em the Burma road, in order to assist the 
United States to rush supplies into China to 
strengthen Chinese resistance. They main- 
tain that the latest developments prove that 
the Japanese move is aimed more against 
British and United States interests in tlie 
Southern Pacific than against China. 


TROOPS READY 


It is learned here from reliable sources 
that Yunnan troops are actively co-operating 
with Central Government forces along the 
Indo-China border, where Provincial and 
Central Government troops will fight side by 
side in the event of a j sates attempt to 
invade Indo-China. 

The possibility of the Chinese taking offen- 
Sive action is not ruled out here. 

Anticipating the possibility that the 
Japanese will make their first move from 
Kwangsi, the Chinese High Command has 
already concentrated a strong force in order 
to meet any eventuality there. —(P.A. Foreign 
Special.) 


INFORMATION WANTED 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, at 
a Press Conference to-day, stated that moro 
factual information of developments in French 
Indo-China was awaited before any particular 
steps and policies were formulated on Japan’s 
activities. , 

He declined to discuss whether there was 
a possibility of American aid to the French 
forces in Indo-China if they resisted the 
Japanese, or to say whether an American 
protest would be made to Tokyo. 

Mr. Hull said that he had heard no official

SALARIES SAID TO BE 
INADEQUATE 


FEAR BAD EFFECT ON 
EDUCATION

6é NFAVOURABLE reactions on edu- 
i eational progress ” may result írom 
the Government's unwillingness to 
discuss the matter of teachers’ salaries, ac- 
cording to a protest which has been sent to 
the Minister for Education by the Irish 
National Teachers’ organisation. The Central 
Executive Committee of the I.N.T.O. has 
issued for publication .an account of the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the making of the 
protest. 
The statement ys that early in January 
last the first request for an interview on the 
subject of increased remuneration was ad- 
dressed to Mr. de Valera, and was turned 
down. No further action was taken until the 
Easter Congress at Killarney, at which a 
strong resolution was adopted demanding an 
immediate increase in the remuneration paid 
to national teachers, in view of the steep and 
rapid increase in the cost of living, and ask- 
ing also that machinery should be set up, 
whereby future adjustments could be made in 
accordance with the rise or fall in the cost- 
of-living figure. 


ALL-ROUND INCREASE 


To implement this resolution the Executive 
at their meeting on April 20th decided to put 
forward a demand for an all-round increase 
of 15s. per week, at the same time asking that 
an agreed formula should be devised, where- 
by suitable adjustments could be made to 
meet future fluctuating conditions. 

To this demand a reply was received from 
the Secretary to the Department to the effect 
that the Minister’s previous decision must be 
adhered to, and that, while the matter had 
received the fullest consideration, the request 
for increased remuneration could not be 
granted. Reference was made to the policy 
of the Government ‘‘to avert, as far as lies 
in its power, the position which would arise 
if particular classes were to obtain compen- 
sation for the rise in prices at the expense 
of other sections of the community.” 


REASONS FOR CLAIM 


Following this reply, the Executive sent 3 
considered statement to the Minister, setting, 
forth at length the reasons on which their 
claim was based. They expressed their full 
appreciation of the difficulties brought about 
by the war emergency, and signified their 
i gar“ with the view that it was the duty 
of the Government to ensure that, the conse- 
quent burdens should be distributed equit- 
ably among the different sections of the com- 
munity. They failed, however, to understand 
how that could be done if the sesvants or 
payees of the State were to be the only people 
who were expected to meet these increased 
burdens on their pre-emergency pay: 

“It is hardly necessary to point out,” the 
statement went on, ‘‘ that the wage increases 
which are being given to those engaged in 
commercial and industrial undertakings are. 
as a rule, passed on in the shape of higher 
prices which teachers, among others, must 
pay. Yet, at the same time, most of these 
concerns have not since the emergency arose 
shown any diminution in profits, but rather 
the contrary, as a study of their balance 
sheets will show.”’ 


COST OF LIVING 


The statement then went on to relate how, 
after a series of cuts dating from 1923, a small 
restoration equal to 5 per cent. was made in 
1938. At that time a promise was given to 
the effect that the position would be re- 
examined ‘‘should any substantial alteration 
take place in the general and financial position 
of the country.” Claiming that the abnormal 
rise which had taken place in the cost of 
living since 1938 constituted such a ‘‘ substan- 
tial alteration’’ as was then contemplated, 
the Executive asked that the undertaking 
given in 1938 should be carried out. 

There were thousands of teachers—‘‘very 
nearly 50 per cent’’—it was stated, whose 
total income was less than £4 per week. 
Over 3,000 had less than £3 per week. The 
executive stated that there was a steadily- 
growing discontent permeating the whole 
body, and they had reason to fear “that a 
continued denial of relief would eventuate in 
a considerable disturbance of the whole 
educational system.’’ 

The Minister, on May 29th, indicated that 
he was unable to modify his previous de- 
cision. 

Mr. de Valera relinquished the position of 
Minister for Education, and was succeeded 
by Mr. Derrig. On July 29th a letter was 
forwarded to Mr. Derrig expressing grave 
disappointment at the attitude taken up by 
the Government. 

The letter went on to say that the execu- 
tive were convinced by evidence which had 
reached them that there were certain classes 
of teachers who, because of their low salaries 
or their special circumstances, were unable 
to maintain themselves and their families 
in that state of frugal comfort which was the 
right of every worker. 


MINISTER’S VIEW 

In a letter dated August 12th the Minister 
expressed the opinion that there had been no 
change in the situation which would justify 
him in holding out any hope that the decision 
already conveyed to the executive could be 
reconsidered. 

From their meeting on Saturday, September 
21st, at which this reply was considered, the 
executive sent to the Minister the protest 
mentioned in our opening paragraph. They 
again stated that the national teachers were 
the only body of public servants who had not 
received recognition in the way of increased 
remuneration since the emergency arose.

REFUGEES ARRIVE IN 
DUN LAOGHAIRE

Clutching fragments ot shrapnel, talking 
excitedly of how many bombers they had 
seen at one perioa iu th. sky, and not appear- 
ing any the worse for their adventures, more 
than forty children arrived in Dun Laoghaire 
last night by mail boat fron: England. Their 
mothers and guardians reflected their forti- 
tude, and, although in many cases they hac 
lost their homes and all their belongings, 
they were not complaining, but instead were 
telling the Red Cross workers who had met 
them how wonderful it was to get a full 
night's sleep. 

Typical of the women who arrived last 
night was Mrs. Catherine Heffernan, who

aged 4. When the raids became heavy they 
spent most of the time in the shelters, and 
finally, when their house was blown to pieces, 
they moved into a public shelter, where they 
had lived until evacuating. Her children 
were in high spirits and, between swallowing 
ham sandwiches, gave realistic imitations of 
screaming bombs. 

General Mulcahy, T.D., met Mrs. Daly, 
friend of the late Michael Collins. She had 
her two children. Mary and Donal, with her, 
and said that ior the last three weeks they 
had experienced continuous bombing. Two 
Ligh explosive bombs had fallen in the next 
street. 

A young college girl, who was returning to 
her native Clare, described how they had had 
to remain in shelters because the college was 
surrounded by time bombs. 

Two hundred and thirty-five passengers 
arrived last night, the majority of whom 
were from London, and nearly all of whom 
needed attention from the Red Cross. Mr. 
J. M. Devitt, who was in charge of the Dun 
Laoghaire division who attended, said that 
they were expecting the numbers to 
increase in the next few days. He 
paid a high tribute te «ix motorists who 
volunteered thei- cars for the transport of 
the refugees. One woman drove a family as 
far as Kimmage.

MAIZE MEAL 
MIXTURE 


NEW SCHEME FROM 
NEXT MONDAY

As a result of a meeting. held at the 
Department of Agriculture yesterday, a new 
maize-meal mixture scheme will come into 
operation on Monday next. The meeting was 
attended by representatives of the Council of 
Maize Meal Millers of Eire, of the i 
ment of Supplies, of Grain Importers (Eire), 
Limited, and of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The Secretary of the Department of 
Agriculture presided. 

It was announced that owing to increasing 
difficulty in maintaining supplies of maize the 
Minister for Supplies had found it necessary 
to direct Messrs. Grain Importers (Eire), 
Limited, to reduce the allocation of maize to 
millers, as from Monday, the 30th September, 
to fifty per cent. of the quantity used in the 
year preceding the emergency. In _ the 
circumstances the meeting discussed the 
question of the extent to which home-grown 
grain might be utilised to supplement im- 
ported grain. After a full discussion it was 
agreed that as a voluntary arrangement maize 
millers would, as from the 30th September, 
cease to mill pure maize meal, and would 
substitute therefor a mixture consisting of 
eighty per cent. of maize and twenty per 
cent. of home-grown oats or-barley. 

The millers agreed to pay the following 
prices :— 

Oats bushelling 38lb. or over, £8 per ton, 
delivered at mill 

Barley of good milling quality, £10 per ton, 
delivered at mill. 

Or a price of 5s. per ton less in each case 
for grain placed on rail at sender’s railway 
station. 

The millers further agreed that while the 
allocation price of maize remains unaltered, 
the barley mixture will be sold at the present 
price of maize meal, and the oats mixture at 
an appropriately reduced price. If the alloca- 
tion price of maize should alter, corresponding 
adjustments will be made in the prices of the 
mixtures.

The Department of Agriculture announce 
that sheep may not be exported except by 
permit issued under an Order made by the 
Minister for Agriculture. The Order came 
into operation on Saturday last. It will not 
be necessary for exporters to make applica- 
tions for permits, as these will be issued on 
the basis of exports in the corresponding 
ES of last year, as shown by the records. 

ermits will not be available for the export 
of sheep until Monday, the 30th September. 


Until that date, therefore, all export of sheep | 


is suspended. 

It. was also announced that purchases by 
the British Ministry of Food of fat cattle 
from this country will be restricted to 2,00 
a week until further notice. Feeders are 
strongly udvised not to market large numbers 
of fat cattle at present, and, in particular, 
cattle which are not fully finished should be 
retained for further ha : 

Exporters are warned that the British 
Ministry of Food will not accept any fat 
cattle in excess of the number mentioned ; 
they are advised to limit their exports in 
numbers and to forward only well-finished 
animals. Cattle consigned as fat, and not 
accepted by the British Ministry of Food, 
may be allowed to be sold as stores. 

It is understood that the restrictions have 
become necessary largely because of a tem- 
porary surplus of meat in Great Britain, aris- 
ing from heavy marketings of home-produced 
cattle and sheep, and that there is a likeli- 
hood of normal conditions in the trade being 
restored after some time. 

Members of the Irish and English Traffic

shipping companies trading between this 
country and Great Britain, met Mr. BD.

Cashel, said there would be 
nearly 100 volunteers for the service avail- 
able in Cashel, including members of the 
Local Security Force, from which body others 
were also expected. 

Mr. P. J. Meghen, County Commissioner, 
said the survey of areas to ascertain the 
accommodation which would be available for 
evacuees might be directed at any time, and 
in the work the Red Cross-Society would be 
asked to co-operate with Parish Councils and 
the Local Security Forces. 

Dr. Naughton said that ambulance work 
was the responsibility of the Red Cross, and 
should not be confused with the L.S.F. The 
Red Cross Society had stated that about forty 
ambulances or improvised vans were neces- 
sary for a county such as Tipperary.
